THEY TELL THEIR STORY. 


WHAT THE BRAVE SPANISH OF- 
FICERS SAY OF THE BATTLE, 


& Accounts of the Sena Fight 
ngo-What Cervera’s Olllcers 
Say About It. 


Spanish officers connected with Ad- 
miral Cervera’s destroyed flect tell 
some interesting facts about the en- 
gagement. Acorrespondent of the New 
York Sun, writes the following from 
the U. SS. Iowa:— 

Hereis the story astold by the exe- 
cutive officer of the Vizeaya: “Ad- 
miral Cervera had intended to make 
an attempt to escape from the har- 
bor at 11 p.m., on the night of July 
2, but at a council of war held on the 
morning of that day it was decided 
that the risk of grounding in the 
narrow channel at night was too great 
It was then proposed and decided to 
go out at 9.30 a.m. on Sunday, while 
the crews of your ships would probably 
be at divine service. 

THAT TRARRIGIC FIRE. 

“Accordingly the flagship Infanta 
Maria led the way. We, in the Vizcaya, 
followed. ‘The fire from your guns was 
terrific; shells were continually strik- 
ing us at all points, and it seemed as 
if each shell started a new fire wher- 
ever it struck. Our men were driven 
from their guns by the rain of second~ 
ary battery projectiles and by the fire 
and smoke of burning wood on our 
ships. In twenty minutes fires had 
started fore and aft. The decks and 
the joiner work in the officers’ quar- 
ters, and all along the berth deck took 
fire, and it was no longer possible to 
keep our men at their guns. 

“What could we do? Beach our ship 
and take to the boats wasour only re- 
sort. We ran the Vizcaya ashore, and 
found that every boat was smashed 
or riddled. They sank as soon as they 
were lowered and many of us jumped 
into the water and struck out for 
land. Others remained on board and 
all awaited anxiously the arrival of 
your boats, which came promptly to 
our assistance. I am worn out with 
weeks of anxiety and care, weighed 
down with the consciousness of my 


responsibility and the knowledge that 
sooner or later, what has happened to- 
day must happen.” 

INTO KIND HANDS. 

Another officer said: “For twenty 
daysIhave had norest. Every night we 
expected some kind of an attack. One 
day, when you bombarded El Morro, 
a shell came over the heights and 
wrecked my room. Ever since the war 
began I have known that this day 
must come. Particularly since May 09, 
when you blockaded us in Santiago 
harbor, we have been under a nervous 
strain such as the knowledge of 
certain defeat, deferred from day to 
day, must always induce. Imagine to 
what a tension our nerves haye been 
wrought up. We knew perfectly well 
that in coming out of our harbor we 
were coming to our destruction, but 
it was a sacrifice that we had to make 
for our honor and our country. ‘there 
was no way out of ft, and, since it had 
to come, I cannot but feel relieved 
that it is over, and I am grateful to 
God that we have fallen into such kind 
hands.” , 

Another officer said he had swum 
ashore and his watch had been taken 
from him by the Cubans. Several pris- 
oners were taken out of the hands of 
the Cubans. He said: ‘We seafaring 
men can never be personal enemies. It 
is only the ships that are enemies, and 
now that we have lost our ships, lost 
everything, indeed, save our honor, 
we can feel only gratitude for the 
kindness with which you have receiv- 
ed us. The Colon managed to withstand 
the fire of your guns better than our 
other cruisers because her 5-inch arm- 
our kept out your secondary bittery 
and other small projectiles. It was 
these that did us so much damage, 
setting us on fire at every explosion. 
One of your shells struck and exploded 
a torpedo on our ship. 

One of the engineers said that water 
came into the engine rooms and fire 
rooms, and that the cranks revolving 
blinded everybody in the engine rooms 
with flying water and oil. The pumps 
were disabled by debris and would no 
longer free the bilges of water. The 
chief engineer was killed by escaping 
steam, and the greater part of the 
engineers’ force was either drowned 
or scalded,” 

When all our prisoners were safely 
on board we steamed slowly back to- 
ward Santiago. Three bodies were re- 
covered, and two of the wounded pris- 
oners died after being brought on 
board. These five were reverently 
consigned to the deep with military 
honors after a brief prayer by the 
Vizcaya’s chaplain. About thirty of 
our prisoners were wounded, all of 
whom be their suffering with most 
wdmirable spirit. One poor fellow 
had his right foot knocked off above 
the ankle and another severe wound 
in the calf of his leg; but our surgeon 
was busy trying to stop the flow of 
blood from 4 man who was bleeding 
to death, so the heroic sailor said: ‘Ob, 
I'm all right; all IT wont is oa cigar- 
ette,” Then, having smoked one, in- 
‘ ud of fainting he actually went to 
sleep. Such a man deserves to live, 
und yet our surgeon fears he will not. 

Luis Fajardo y Pinzon’ climb- 
ed up the side of our ship with slight 
assistance, drew himself up at atten- 
tion, and saluted with his right hand, 
while his left arm waa hanging simply, 
by a muscle 

PATIENT AND BRAVE

A writer says one of the worst dis- 
eases which afflicts roses is the black 
spot, a fungous disease which appears 
on the foliage in small bluck spots, 
which increases rapidly in size and 
number, and soon onuse the 1ty 
drop. It is infections and rap y 
spreads to other leaves and plants, an 
goon defoliates the plants ant ruins ik 
flowers. It is a pood practice to gu he 
er all the diseased loaves, and burn 
them, thereby destroying the anonee 
and checking the further eproad ch he 
fungus. But the only sure way 0} pres 
venting the disease 18 to commence 6ar 
ly in the spring, &8 soon as Lhe Bed 
appear; to spray the plants thorough 
ly once each week throughout the ie 
son with the Bordeaux mixture, This 
is almost o complete remody for this 
disease, a8 well as for the mildow, and 
much better than sulphur for the lat- 
ter, The flowers should all be owt 
whon they begin to fade; if loft on tho ‘ 
plant they not only look unsightly but 
chook the production of flowers.

In this regard we 
may rank thom with the famous Spartan 
general, Agesilaus; with Attila, the 
“scourge of God''—broad shouldered, 
thickset, sincwy, short; with Theodore II, 
king of the Goths, of whom Cassiodorus 
writes, ‘‘He is rather short than tall, some- 
what stout, with shapely limbs alike lithe 
and strong.’’ 

Actius, too, commander in chief of the 
Roman troops and prop of the tottering 
Roman empire in the days of Valentinian, 
was a man of low stature, therein resem- 
bling Timour the Tartar, self described 
as a‘‘puny, lame, decrepit little wight, 
though lord of Asia and terror of the 


ers. Tho queens alone survive the winter. 
They apparently spend the first few wecks 
of spring waiting for red clover to bloom, 
tho first blossom of which is the signal for 
nest building. Before this thoy visit tho 
willows, hum a soft bass about the lilacs, 
thrust their long tongues into the honcy- 
suckles and grow fat at the exhaustless 
honey jars of the water-leaf, and then tho 
play day ends and labor begins. 

Nest building with them does not mean 
nest construction. One bee alone could 
not well do that, Besides sho is in a big, 
bustling hurry now. She has actually seen 
acloyer blossom. Out and in among the 
dead, matted grasses of last year’s growth 
she goes, hunting perhaps for the aban- 
doned nest of a field mouse. It will be re- 
membered that theso little animals build 
upon the surface of the ground soft nests 
of grasses, in which they winter. From 
these they have runways leading in differ- 
ent directions. The bee goes down into 
the dead grass, scrambling on as best sho 
may, until she finds one of these runways, 
following it up to the nest. If it is occu- 
pied, sho goes elsewhere; if not, the mouse 
nest straightway becomes a beo's nest and 
the little creature begins her preparations 
for housekeeping. 

Sho now collects a mass of pollen in 
which to deposit an egg. As tho egg 
hatches and the baby bee grows sho keeps 
this mass moistened with honey, and he 
helps himself, eating outa cavity larger 
than awhite bean. In this he spins a com- 
plete cocoon. When this is done, he takes 
a long nap, in which he changes from a 
grub into a bumblebee, with wings and 
legs. Meantime the parent remoyes the 
thin coating of pollen from the upper half 
of the cocoon and apparontly spreads a 
yellow seeretion or varnish upon it, as if 
to keep out moisture. She is also now 
busy collecting more pollen and laying 
eggs in it and constructing a rude cell or 
two in which to place honey, asif fora 
rainy day. The first bees that hatch aro 
worker bees, and at this time are downy, 
pale and babylike in appearance and be- 
havior. In later summer queens and 
drones are raised.

Two 
of these great names naturally suggest 
that of another famous soldier and usurper, 
Napoleon Bonaparte, ‘Le Petit Caporal,” 
as his men lovingly called him, stood 
about 5 feet (French) in his stockings, say 
6 feet 6 inches (English). 

In stature the Iron Duke beat him about 
six inches, while the 5 feet 4 inches of Nel- 
son place him midway or thereabouts be- 
tween the victor and the vigtim of Water- 
loo.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

ANTONIO DI CARARA. 


Carara’a Indignation mastered him;

He turned round to 
the regiment, exclaiming, “Gentle- 
men, since the General sends us no- 
thing but poltroons, let every brave 
man follow me.”

The leading bri- 
gade was cut through in all directions, 
and the column totally paralyzed; In 
the universal rout, Carara galloped in- 
to the spot where the eagle-bearer was 
retreating, protected by a confused 
crowd of lancers and infantry. The 
Count was for a moment alone, he gave 
his charger the spur, and, with a bound, 
was in the centre of the throng. The 
conflict was keen, but short. A sabre 
blow on the arm that held the stand- 
ard, sheared off arm and standard to- 
gether. 
the confused mass of pikes and bayonets 
that pushed at him in all quarters, 
and with a lance-wound in his side and 
a bullet in his shoulder, both equally 
unfelt for the time, he darted, eagle 
in hand, out of the melee, and rejoined 
his regiment, who received him with 
shouts of admiration.

The French masses were again covering 
the plain, and the long lines of smoke 
continually advancing towards the 
camp of Melas, showed both that the 
enemy wasin overwhelming force, and 
that the General had given up the day. 

Night was falling, but the cannon 
still roared far to the west, and the 
flashing of the infantry fire became 
rapidly visible as the dusk thickened. 
It was evident that the field was lost, 
and the Hungarian Guard, now left al- 
most alone, looked round for the tardy 
commandant, who was so fond of wait- 
ing for orders. He was nowhere to be 
found. His orders had not called him 
to join in beating the French brigade, 
and he had left the regiment to trans- 
act that matter for themselves, and 
galloped back to the camp. ‘The only 
thing now to be done was to reach tha 
camp, and endeavor to cover the re- 
treat. As they moved off, Carara’s 
horss startled at something under his 
feet ; it was a headless body in the uni- 
form of the Austrian staff. The tardy 
aide-de-camp had better have taken his 
chance even in the charge. A twelye- 
pound shot from one of the French 
guns had rolled: across his gallop, and 
carried his head to the foot of the next 
tree, where the head and the ball now 
lay quietly together. 


As the regiment advanced, the signs 
of defeat grew more frequent and fatal. 
Horss, foot, and artillery, crossed each 
other’s way. Baggage-wagons wera 
overthrown, troops plundering, guns ly- 
ing on the ground with their traces cut, 
and their horses floundering to get 
looss, or running wild about the field. 
The wounded were lying by hundreds, 
scattered over the ground, crying vain- 
ly to be carried off. Generals, that 
seemed to have lost their senses; Staff 
as senseless as their Genvrais; Colonels 
looking for their regiments, and regi- 
ments shouting out for taefr Volonels, 
were hurrying in all directions ;—fury, 
folly, execration, frenzy, misery—all 
were let loose; and, in the mean time, 
the whole mass of 50,000 men were in- 
sensibly pushed to the edge of the 
Bormida. The confusion thickened. 
There had been no lines of retreat ori- 
ginally pointed out in the General's 
plan, for he had looked on the victory 
ascertain. The Bormida was a deep 
and rapid stream, impassable on foot 
or horseback, and with but one crazy 
bridge, that would have broken down 
with the first baggage-wagon. The 
army was inevitably ruined. ‘The re- 
port was, that the General-in-chief 
was either drunk, or asleep, or dead. 
General Zach, the second in command, 
had been seen to fall into the 
hands ofthe French dragoons. Elnitz, 
the most gallant officer of the army, 
and whose conduct of the cavalry had 
entitled him to the highest praise, had 
lost an arm by acannon-shot, and 
been carried off the field two hours 
before. All was confusion beyond re- 
medy. 

But even in the routed army there 
were brave spirits still, and a few regi- 
ments of hussars, encouraged by the 
gallant discipline of the Hungarians, 
still covered the confusion from the 
immediate sight of the enemy. 

It was now dark, and the retreat was 
still pushed by the French, evidently 
with the design of throwing the whole 
Austrian army into the Bormida. By 
the flash of one of the batteries, whic 
had just commenced its fire, on the re- 
treating cavalry, Carara saw the count- 
enance of a man etruggling his way 
towards him through the crowd. With 
a mixture of grief and gladness he re- 
cognized his friend, the Colonel, who, 
on hearing the tumult approach the 
camp, had torn himself out of the sur- 
geon’s hands, mounted, and come to 
share the fate of his regiment. ‘There 
was no time for further explanation; 
for a rush of the whole French cavalry 
upon the broken battalions, drove them 
like one vast surge to the brink,. and 
another rush drove them in. Carara 
felt himself helplessly whirled along 
in this living earthquake, and the Col- 
onel had only a moment to grasp his 
friend's bridle, und lead him along with 
him, when they were both plunged in 
the centre of the Bormida.

Milk must be well cooled and scru- 
Ppulously clean for best results. Do 
not depend too much on the strainer. 
If dirt is allowed to get into the milk 
ft cannot be all taken out. I have 
firained my rough pasture by ditch- 
ing. I do not allow them to go to pas- 
_ ture in the spring until the. ‘grass is 
well started, usually about the mid- 
dle of May. Therefore, there is no 


mud for them to wallow in. If the 
udder ets fouled from any cause it 
Mmust be washed before milking. I 
keep stables well cleanea@ and liberal- 
ly supplied with bedding. I use the re- 
fuse of shredded or cut cornfodder for 
this purpose, as it will rapidly absorb 
the liquid manure so the barn’ will be 
comparatively dry and free from foul 
odor, which is sure to taint the milk. 
We air our stables thoroughly each 
day; and keep the mangers clean; for 
the cows eat with their noses in the 
dish and their breath fouls the food 
{f too much food is given them at 
once. By observing these precautions 
| our cows keep clean, and with proper 
_ care in milking we have clean milk. 
As @ successful methodical phy- 
 sician requires his patients to take 
itheir medicine promptly on time, so 
‘we, to be successful dairymen, must 
‘be good farmers, prompt, systematic 
business men, and above many things 
on time. We milk, feed and water our 
cows regularly. I set the alarm clock 
to ting us up at the same time each 
morning. The milkers have the same 
cows to milk ail through the season. 
I never allow changing unless in case 
of emergency. The milking is done as 
rapidly as possible after commencing. 
i water twice per day in yard,- from 
8.30 to 9.30 a, m., and, from 4,30 to 5,30 
Pp. m. I clean the stables twice per 
da, while cows are in the yard, exer- 
cising or drinking, I feed liberally of | 
shredded cornfodder twice per day, and 
hay once; also corn meal, ground oats 
fand bran mixed, from two to six 
" ‘quarts, according to condition of cow, 
jtwice per day. I also feed some oil 
meal or stock food in winter. Reducing 
the cost of production is a subject that 
is puzzling the majority of dairymen. 
these times of low prices and close 
competition nearly all profits depend | 
upon reduction of cost. Our cows are 
the machines for converting the grains, 
cornfodder and hay into a marketable 
commodity, namely, milk. The first re- 
quisite for this purpose is a good ma- 
jchine. A poor cow is an unprofitable 
jinyestment. I plant from eight to ten 
\acres of thick-drilled corn, part being 
‘Hvergreen sweet corn, which generally 
proves a good investment, An im- 
mense amount can be raised to the 
acre, and it is better than hay for win-| 
ter feeding after running through the 
fodder cutter, Also in case the pas- | 
ture should fail from protracted 
drought, it can be fed green, In this! 
way J keep up the milk flow cheaply 
which would be quite expensive otHer- 
wise. I also plant about thirty acres 
ld corn in check rows, We cut | 
and shock it all, putting one hundred 
hills in a shock, We husk it with a 
corn-husker and shredder, the fore 
part of Noveinber, running the shred- 
ded fodder into the loft of cow barn

Arnold's Hybrid (65.2 lbs.); Andrew's No. 4 
(65 1bs.); and Red May (65 lbs.). 


VARIETIES. 


On Aug. 1 the binder twine monopoly 
went to pieces. Before that date farm- 
ers were paying from eleven to thirteen 
cents a pound for their binder twine. 
They can buy the same twine now at 
from six to eight cents. 


The quality of the new Ontario winter 
wheat is said to be simply perfect. 
Montreal despatch says several cars of 
red winter wheat has been received 
there weighing sixty-three penne to 
the bushel, and its condition has never 
been surpassed. The kernel is large 
and plump, and as hard as dry old 
wheat, 


All animals suffer from flies, and 
some of them very severely, All do- 
mestic animals should be protected 
against these pests. At bottom most of 
the remedies for flies consist of grease 
or oil of some kind. An American ex- 
change recommends train oil, three 
quarts ; crude petroleum, one quart, and 
carbolic acid, one ounce, for protecting 
cattle. These, if mixed and applied 
with a sponge, will keep cattle fairly 
free from flies for about a week, when 
the application must be renewed. 


The toad is beneficial to the farmer 
and gardener, Eleven per cent, of its 
food is composed of insects and spiders, 
beneficial or indirectly helpful to man, 
and eighty per cent. of insects and other 
animals directly injurious to cultivated 
crops, or in other ways obnoxious to 
man. ‘he enemies of the toad are 
hawks, owls and, worst of all, small 
boys, who stone and kill many of them, 
here have been excellent laws enacted 
to protect insectivorous birds. Why 
should there not be as stringent legis- 
lation against the destruction of toads? 


Acting on the advice of Hon. G. W, 
Ross, Minister of Education, the origin- 
ator of the idea, the Ontario Govern- 
ment has provided by order-in-council 
that ‘‘ Empire Day,” shall be observed 
on May 28 of each your, or the day be- 
fore Queen’s Birthday.

The Myrobolan group of 
stocks was for some time proclaimed as 
best; then the Marianna stocks suc- 
ceeded them in popularity. Both 
‘native and Japan plums hayoe been 
grafted on stocks of these two groups. 
But with some of our newer choice 
plums, better results are obtained by 
root-grafting On the peach. One year 
peach seedlings root-grafted with choice 
plum stock will invariably produce 
plum trees that, ina few years will be 
self-supporting on their own roots. In 
this union all suckers.must be kept 
down. Some plums show sucha ten- 
| dency to send up suckers that they 
cannot be successfully root-grafted on 
the peach, such as the Wild Gooso and 
Chickasaw plums, The stocks that will 
show no tendency to send up suckers 
will grow in popularity, and will in 
time be the ideal ones for commercial 
orchards. At present we have no ideal 
plum stocks. 


A PERMANENT STRAWBERRY BED. 


On many farms the strawberry bed 
has been allowed to run wild and form 
acomplete sod. Asarule it is best to 
plow under suchabed and make anew 
one, but sometimes this is the only 
available spot for the purpose and with 
proper management no crop of berries 
need be lost, At any time after the 
bearing season in over and before the 
ground freezes in the fall, secure a 
good one-horse breaking plow that will 
turnanarrow furrow, elght inches be- 
ing sufficient. Have the cutter well 
sharpened and then set stakes where 
you want your rows of strawberries, 


and plow the ground between the rows, 
throwing the earth away from the 
rows. Be careful to keep your furrows 
straight and plow to within about 
three inches of the stakes. Now begin 
on the opposite side and do the same 
andablock of strawberry plants six 
inches wide will be left standing for 
each row. 


TO SAVE MOISTURE, 


When the days are warm and dry 
there is constant loss of moisture by 
evaporation. This evaporation occurs, 
not only from the plants, which give 
off mointure, but also from the surface 
of the ground. It has been ostimated 
that over two-thirds ofa pound of wa- 
ter per square foot is lost from the soil 
during dry weather. When the top 
surface is loosened it becomes acover- 
ing of dirt, and lessens the loss of mois- 
ture. The importance of preventing 
the escape of moisture may be shown 
by the fact that in order to produce 
one ton of hay on one acre 480 tons 
of water are used, equal to nearly four 
inches of rainfall. To saye moisture 
first plough the land toadepth that 
may be permitted without throwing 
the subsoil to the surface, allow no 


weeds, and keep the surface soil always 
loose and fine, 


THINGS WORTH KNOWING. 


There are at present 259,000 Indians 
in the United States, distributed un- 
eyenly throughout twenty-five of the 
states and territories, the largest num- 
ber, 72,000, living in the Indian Terri- 
tory, with 35,000 in Arizona, 18,000 in 
South Dakota, 13,009 in Oklahoma, 12,- 
000 in California, 10,000 in Wisconsin, 
5,200 in New York, and 2,000 in North 
Carolina. 

Tho great sequoia trees of the Yose- 
mite Valley, Cal., are exceeded in size 
by the mammoth gum trees of Austra- 
lia, which are believed to be the largest 
in the world.

gelatine or by stirring in a tablespoon- 
ful of flour, wet in a little cold milk, 
This is the proper proportion of a 
pint of custard. The custard seryes as 
a filling for the rolls. At this season it 
is a pleasant variation to add a little 
of the strawberry juice, pressed from 
fresh strawberries, or a very little 
pineapple or banana pulpmay also be 
used to flavor the filling. Plain whip- 
ped cream or that over which alittle 
sweet chocolate has been grated is an- 
other welcome variety. It is the pas- 
try of the eclair which is especially un- 
wholesome for youthful stomachs. 
Creamed Corned Beef.—The left-over 
cold cooked corned beef is cut into 
dice and stirred to a sauce before it 
is put into a buttered pudding-dish, the 
mixture covered with half a cupful of 
cracker crumbs or grated bread 
crumbs, stirred into a little melted 
butter. The dish is then set in the 
oven and baked until the crumbs are 
brown. The sauce 1s made by cream- 
ing two tablespoonfuls of flour and two 
of butter with two cupfuls of hot milk, 
into which a slice of onion has been put 
during tha heating process. The onion 
should be taken out when the sauce 


is cooked thick, and a flavoring of cel- 
ery salt added. 


Ginger Ice Cream.—To a pint of milk 
and half a cupful of sugar heated in 
a double boiler, add a quarter of a cup- 
ful of cold milk, into which has been 
stirred a tablespoonful of flour. Cook 
all, stirring constantly for ten min- 
utes. To the yelks of three eggs, 
slightly beaten, add half a cupful of 
Sugar and a quarter of a teaspoonful 
of salt; dilute this with a little of the 
hot mixture before pouring all togeth- 
er, and stir until it looks cooked. Strain 
into the freezer, and add three cupfuls 
of thin cream, scalded. When cool, flav- 
or with a tablespoonful of orange or 
lemon extract and one-third of acup- 
ful of ginger syrup; then freeze. Be- 
fore it is perfectly stiff, work in half 
a pound of preserved ginger root, fine- 
ly chopped, then pounded in a mortar 
and pressed through a sieve. 

Orange Charlotte.—Orange charlotte 
ix a delicate dish, and is made from 
orange jelly, slightly thickened. Use a 
pint of the jelly, and after it is cold 
enough to be slightly thick, beat in 
a pint of whipped with 
whites of two eggs.

In summer bread soon 
molds, and the scraps, if not removed 
at least from the box 
and attended to, soon contaminate the 
whole. Every scrap of bread, even tho 
crumbs of the bread-board, may be 
made useful if they are systematically 
j Saved and dried. 

If a supply of bread is baked semi- 
weekly, the breadbox should be cleared 
out as soon as the baking is ready to 
be put away, and all scraps not large 
enough for toast or for fried bread 
should be broken up and set on a tin 
plate in the heating closet to dry. The 
entire slices and pieces of a loaf which 
are saved for toast or for other pur- 
poses should be kept by themselves and 
| systematically used up once a week. 
If they are not used for toast or fried 
bread after standing afew days they 
| should be broken up and dried in the 


twice a week 


| heating closet with the smaller scraps. 

These scraps to be properly dried 
for crumbs must stand in this place 
| until all moisture has left them. They 
; aro then in a condition to be prepared 
for breading, for uses in puddings and 
for various other purposes of cooking. 
There is no purpose of cookery for 
which dried bread is not better than 
soft stale bread, except, possibly, for 
stuffing for fowls. 

There are a great many cooks who 
do not know the value of ‘‘raspings,” 
or coarse bread crumbs fried a golden 
brown in butter. The intelligent cook 
uses a few of these fried crumbs to 
decorate a fried fish or to scatter 
through a dish of boiled noodle or of 
macaront. When necessary to cover an 
imperfectly browned fish, or any fried 
dish, a few raspings fried a golden 
brown may be scattered over, and will 
repair all the sins of poor frying. 

For use in puddings and in any dish 
of which they are to form a compon- 
ent part, breadcrumbs, dried and sift- 
ed, should be used, and should be moist- 
ened for use with a pint of scalded 
milk to a cup of dried crumbs. After 
| they have cooled, the mixture should 
have additional milk, if necessary ; eggs 
and the other ingredients should be 
added. Do not attempt to soften dried 
crumbs with cold milk; it takes too 
long. 


DOMESTIC RECIPES. 
Lemon Cookies.—Four cups of flour, 
one cup of butter, two cups of sugar, 
juice and grated peel of one lemon, 
three eggs beaten very light. When 
well mixed add half a teaspoonful of 
Soda dissolved in a tablespoonful of 
milk, Roll out like cookies, bake alight 
brown, The dough should be quite 
stiff. Use no other wetting. 

Soy.—Crush two quarts each of stem- 
med currants and raspberries, add 
three oups of vinegar, two cups of su- 
gar, a teaspoonful each of ground mace 
allspice, cloves and pepper; boil one 
hour, then bottle and seal. 

Spiced Grapes.—Take six pounds of 
grapes, pulp them and cook the pulps 
until you can remove the seeds by 
passing through a sieve; put them with 
the skins and cook an hour. Then ad¢ 
three pounds of whole sugar, a tea- 
spoonful each of ground cinnamon, 
cloves and allspice, und a half pint of 
vinegar, Cook half an hour longer and 
seal while hot. 

Cheese Balls,—Blend one cake of 
Neufehate! cheese with two  table- 
spoonfuls of whipped cream, the same 
measure of chopped almonds and one 
tablespoonful of minced parsley or 
cress, Dip butter paddies into ice- 
water and mold the cheese into balls 
the size of an ordinary hickory nut. 
Serve with the pie.

The war may be delayed, 
but it is every day becoming plainly 
eyident that the next great war will be 
between Great Britain and Russia, and 
it may come soon.

If what In- 
spector Stewart says were true, but 
little harm would be caused from the 
sale of liquor: youths would not be 
seen in a state of intoxication, drunk- 
ards would not be seen making exhibi- 
tions on our public streets, bar rooms 
would not be open on Sundays and dur- 
ing prohibited hours. These violations 
of the Liquor License Act are being 
carried on in every part of the province 
and the Inspectors cannot help but 
know of it.

holders themselves are mainly respon- 
sible.”

It will be seen that the largest aver-

Obesity, which, is, like rheumatism, 
a diathesis, may be successfully treat- 
ed by afruit dietary. This is due 
not only to the fact that fruit is a 
natural food, and thus aids the system 
to establish normal tissue metamor- 
phosis and a normal balance between 
the processes of assimilation and dis- 


assimilation, but also because it affords 
a very comfortable means of reducing 
the amount of nutrient material re- 
ceived to a minimum quantity. 

Fruit is chiefly water, the amount of 
nutrient material it contains vary- 
ing from five to eight or ten per cent 
in most fruits, rising to a higher fig- 
ure only in dried fruits, such as dried 
grapes, prunes, dates, ete. t 
has succeeded in reducing excessive 
weight in the most satisfactory man- 
ner, by prescribing a diet consisting al- 
most exclusively of grapes or apples, 
allowing only a small bit of thoroughly 
dried bread or zwieback in connection 
with the fruit. In some cases the 
fruit may be allowed as often as three 
or four times a day, if necessary to 
relieve an uncomfortable sensation of 
emptiness. 

In fevers, fruits, especially in the 
form of fruit juices, are a most con- 
venient and certainly the most appro- 
priate of all foods. It* is now almost 
universally recognized that beef tea and 
meat preparations of all sorts should 
be wholly proscribed in cases of fever, 
as the patient is already suffering from 
the accumulation of waste matters to 
such a degree that the addition of even 
the small amount contained in beef tea 


.or a small piece of meat may be suf- 


ficient to give rise to an exacerbation 
of the disease and lessen the patient's 
chances for recovery. 


! CARING FOR THE HAIR. 


If you wish to have pretty hair, it 
should be kept clean and systematically 
cared for. Do not pin your faith to 
patent hair growers, for they will 
never give satisfactory results with- 
out care and cleanliness, One of the 
most popular hair invigorators that 
has been sold for many years directs 
the users to give the hair one hundred 
strokes with a brush every duy, and 
it is probable that the improved con- 
dition of the hair depended as much 
upon the brushing, as the ingredients 
in the hair “restorer.” 

While it is not best to wash the hair 
oftener than is really necessary, there 
are few people whose hair will not ac- 
cumulate enough dust to make this de- 
sirable as often as once in four weeks. 
Two persons can do the work more 
easily than one, yet it is not a dif- 
ficult task to shampoo one's own 
hair. 

It should be taken down and brush- 
ed out straight and smooth, then wash 
the hair with warm, soft water and 
ivory soap until clean, changing the 
water a8 often as necessary. Gather 


all the hair in the left hana and hold 
it out from the head. With the right 
hand, rub the soap over the scalp, at 
the same time rubbing and saturating 
the hair with it Then if possible, 
the head should be placed under a 
faucet of warm water until the scalp 
and hair are thoroughly washed Or, 
lacking the faucet, bend the head ovec 
a wash bowl of warm water until the 
hair is thoroughly cleansed, then rinse 
in clear water. Dry it by wiping with 
clean towels, then comb it and allow 
it to hang over 
hour or two, or until it is ready to be 
rolled up or braided,

TO MAKE TESTS OF FOOD, 


SIMPLE RULES BY WHICH ADUL- 
TERATIONS CAN BE DETECTED. 


An Easy Way to Discover Whether Your 
Tradesmen are Selling Pure Goods— 
The Tests are Irrefutable and Never: 

Falling. 


The bright green color of pickles is 
often due to the presence of salts of 
copper in solution. ‘Mo detect this, | 
crush a small piece of the pickle, place 
itinacup witha bright, coarse needle, 
and at the end of 20 minutes, if there 
was any copper in the pickle, the needle 
will be coated with a red film. This 
test can be made more interesting by 
placing the needle, after it is taken 
from the pickle, in a cup containing a 
teaspoonful of ammonia water. ‘The 
latter will become bright blue in color , 
if copper has been precipitated on the | 
needle. Such pickles are harmfuland 
should be thrown away. | 

Rancid or poor butter is easily de- | 
tected by its taste or smell, but oleo-| 


margarine, which is a complete substi- | 
tutfon of another substance in place 
of dairy butter, is difficult of detec- 
tion, even by experts. A simple test 
for suspected butter is to place some 
of it in a tin cup and heat it on the 
stove, at the same time stirring the 
substance with a fork. If it is oleo- 
margarine, considerable spluttering 
On the 
other hand, genuine butter melts 
quickly with little or no noise. 
TO SELECT CANNED FOODS. 

In selecting canned food always take 
the cans that have dents in them. Cans 
that are smooth and well rounded out 
are likely to be what are known as 
“swelled” cans, which is caused by gas 


formed through fermentation. Dents in- 


the can are proof of the absence of fer- 
mentation. When a can is opened the 
inner sides should be examined; if 
they are black and have evidently been 
acted upon by acids, the contents of 
the can should not be used. Canned 
corn, peas or beans should never be 
sour. ‘To deteot sourness the litmus 
pencil, so called, is a useful household 
friend. One end of the pencil is blue 
and the other red, If too much acid- 
ity is suspected put a little of the 
liquid on a piece of stout white paper, 
or if it is a solid moisten somewhat 
and make a mark with the blue end 
of the pencil.

the needle’s point, while genuine cof- | 


fee is hard and very difficult to he 
picked up in that way. ‘ 

What is known as “lie” tea is oft- 
en substituted in place of genuine tea. 
This “lie” tea is prepared by rolling 
up grains cf s with tea leaves al- 
reudy used, so as to imitate the weight 
and plumpness of genuine tea leaves. 
It can be detected by moistening the 
suspected tea and carefully opening 
the leaves with a needle, thereby dis- 
closing the hidden grains of sand. 
Leaves of the oak, plum, peach and sloe 
are also used as adulterants, and can 
be detected by comparison with leaves 
of genuine tea. 

HOW TO TELL FRESH FISH. 

Wreshly caught fish have bright gills 
and clear, beadlike eyes; when fish be- 
come stale the gills assume a pinkish 
hue, and the eyes become whitish and 


{ opaque, and they remain so, no mat- 
| ter how often the fish dealer douches 
| them with water to give them an ap- 


pearance of freshness, A lobster vaat 
has been boiled after death can readi- 
ly be detected by pulling the tail out 
straight, as the tail will then remain 
outstretched or curve inward again 
very slowly, whereas if the lobster was 
boiled while alive the tail will spring 
quickly back into pluce. 

The chief foreign ingredient in 
adulterated sugar nowadays is starch; 
to detect its presence a drop of tinc- 
ture of iodine in a teaspoonful of wa- 


' ter upplied to the suspected sugar will } 


cause a blue color to appear if starch 
or flour is mixed with the sugar, ‘This 
test can be successfully used with any 
substunce in which starch appears an 
an odulterant. ‘Lo delect sand or 
other adulterant that is not soluble 
dissolve a tablespoonful of sugar in a 
bottle containing four or six ounces 
of water. Allow it to stand 24 hours, 
and the sediment, if any, which falls to 
the bottom of the bottle will show the 
character of the adulterant. If there 
is sand the sediment wif feel gritty 
to the touch. If there is carbonate of 
lime it will give off bubbles of gas 
when a few drops of vinegar are added 
and the sediment is moved. 

A drop of artificially colored wine 
let fall into a tumbler of cold water 
will rapidly impart its color to the 
water; genuine wine does not do this 
so readily. Anothor test is to moisten 
the fingera with wine and rub them 
briskly together; if the wine is arti- 
ficially colored the fingers will be 
stained; if genuine they will not. The 
bitter taste of beer is often imitated 
In adulteration by an infusion of pic- 
rio acid. ‘To detect this heat a cup 
of beer, made acid by adding a few 
drops of vinegar. While it is still 
warm immerse in it a few strands of 
white wool yarn, and if piorio acid is 
present the wool will be dyed yellow. 

SIMPL MILK TESTS, 

A quick test of milk is to mix it well 
and then pour it from a glass. Pure 
unadulterated milk will leave a thick

If it ‘is one twentieth, the milk only 
contains 5 per cent of cream; if one 
tenth, then it contains 10 per cent; 
if one fifth, then it contains 20 per 
cent. and so on.

BAD ODORS IN MILK. 
Tt is a well known fac? and one which 


admits of no dispute, that in order to 
manufacture a perfect article we must 
employ perfect material. 


This is just as true in the manu- 


facture of butter and cheese as in any 
other article of commerce. 


Every man of any experience knows 

that the open and Avowed enemies of 
fine flavor in butter and cheese are 
bad odors. ‘These may be of great 
variety but are most likely to be those 
arising from something the cows have 
eaten or from surroundings in the 
dairy barn or dairy house. No matter 
what the source, it is sure that the 
beat results in the handling of milk and 
its products are only possible by the 
total eradication or elimination of such 
odors. 
No matter whether the milk is to be 
made up at home, sent to the cream-’ 
ery or cheese factory, sold direct to the 
consumer, or sbipped to the city, it 
should be relieved of all deleterious 
odors. Every time a dairyman resorts 
to this practice he adds to his reputa- 
tion for the proauccion of a pure and 
wholesome article of food. 

The only abcolute sure way to rid 
milk of foul odors is’ by aerating and 
cooling it. Simple cooling will not

The crop estimates for Ontario this 
year are very satisfactory. Tall wheat 
will amount to 25,000,000 bushels, a gain 
of 1,000,000 bushels over last year. The 
spring wheat crop will amount to 6,500,- 
000 bushels, a gain of 1,500,000 bushels. 
Barley will be about as last year, and 
oats 82,000,000 bushels, a falling off of 
1,000,000 bushels, The hay crop is 600,000 
tons larger than last year, and the peas 
crop 1,700,000 bushels more. Late esti- 
mates place the Manitoba wheat crop at 
25,000,000 bushels, and‘ that of the 
Territories at 7,000,000 bushels, which 
is now being reaped. 


Progress of Inyention. 


The numbor of applications for pat- 
ents received during the year 1897 is, as 
has been stated, the largest in the his- 
tory of the Office, Yet in all probabil- 
ity this number will be exceeded in the 
coming year. ‘Che increase in the num- 
ber of applications filed is a steady in- 
crease. ‘Throughout the history of the 
Patent Office the number of applications 
filed in any one year has never fallen 
materially below the number filed in 
any previous year, and, except in times 
of general financial depression, has uni- 
formly exceeded the number filed in 
any previousyear. ‘Taking the average 
number received for each decade since 
1840, this increase is more striking:

SCIENCE OF BULLETS, 


POWER OF PENETRATION OF ARMY 
RIFLE PROJECTILES, 


Why the United States Government Adopt- 
ed the Krag-Jorgonsen Pattern—It Does 
Its Work Without Mangling the Victim | 
It Strikes. 


To the mind of the layinan, who has 
gone no further into the art of war than 
nowadays the side which 
kills the greater number of men wins in 
alnost ovory fight, humanity as a consid 
eration in the mutter of bullets is an an- 
omaly, in itself ridiculous. In spite of 
this the moral principle cited has played a 
very considerable part in the arming of 
our foot soldiers, and, as said by an army 
officer, has caused much comment that 
has been unfavorable to the United Statos 
infantry. 

No ordnance officer will admit that the 
eriticiam is altogether just when applied 
to the arms and bullets authorized for tho 
uso of the infantry, and when it comes to 
other nations having better arms and 
more offective bullets than wo haye, he 
says ‘‘No!'’ emphatically. 

“Tt is not « question of how badly a 
putt nanglos the body of a man whom 

t kcills,’’ sald an officor skilled in the sci- 
ence of bullot making, ‘‘for ono dead man 
ia just os dead as another, The question 
is, How far will a bullet go and to what 
oxtent does its course and speed depend 
upon its shape? Tho power of penotration 
comos under the same head, but that is 
governed partly by the material of which 
it is made, 


RANGE OF THE HONEYBEE. 


How tho Distance Traveled by tho Boos 
Can Be Determined. 

Tho range of the honeybee is but little 

understood by the masses, many supposing 

that bees go for miles in quest of nectar, 

while others think that they go only a 

short distance. It may be curious to many 

fo understand how any one can tell how 

far the bees may fly, but this ia simple 

when understood. Years ago, when tho 
Italian hoes were first introduced in the 
United States, these bees having marks 
different from the common bees olready 
here, they were easily distinguished, and 
after any beekeeper had obtained the Ital- 
jan bees the ould be observed and their 
range easily noticed. If bloom fs plentiful 
close where bees arg located, they will not 
0 very far, perhaps a mile in range, but 
if bloom is scarce they may go five miles, 
Usually about three miles is as far as they 
may ko profitably. .

“Tt took a good many years for us to 
discover that a bullet made entirely of lead 
Was limited in penetrating power. Every 
officer in the army and navy knew that 
steel would pioree any substance to o 
greater dopth than lead, but whoever 
thought of using it for small bullets in 
preference to the softer metal until the 
man who discovered the advantages of a 
rifled bore found also that the loaden bul- 
lets stuck in the barrel and frequently 
made the breech of a gun quite as danger- 
ous as the muzzle? The revolution began 
then, and at the present time it has gono 
so far that while there are advantages of 
akind on the side of the explosive bullet 
and tho mushroom bullet, the United 
States government does not like the kind. 

‘The question has been asked repeated- 
ly why the United States have not adopted 
these more destructive bullets, and upon 
this the many advorse criticisms havo 
been based, Any bullet willkill when it 
hits in the right spot, and, that being ac- 
cepted, the only conditions to be met are 
those of getting the bullet that goos the 
Straightest and the greatest distance. 
Speed carries a bullet to the greatest dis- 
tance, and if you have in your bulleta 
material which offers the greatest resist- 
ance to an opposing force the problem is 
solved. 

“It was found early in the life of the 
rifle that lead was necessary to give a bul- 
let tho weight required to make it effect- 
ive, and then tho jacket bullet of steel 
filled with lead became a fact. The force 
being supplied to carry this bullot two 
miles and more when sent at a dead level, 
the ingenuity of man found another fleld, 

“Inventors vied with cach other in mak- 
ing the most destructive bullets; but, aft- 
er all, notone has made a bullet which 
will kill more than one man at a timo 
unless they happen to be in lino, so that 
the bullet haying passed through one man 
can keep on until its force is spent. There 
you hayo come to force again, just where 
you started. The officers who haye had 
the small firearm and its bullets under 
consideration for years have thought all 


this out, and out of the fifty odd bullets 
which havo been invented since the war of 
the rebellion they have chosen the best. 
By the best I mean tho one that will go 
the farthest in a straight linc and at the 
end of its journey retain the greatest 
penetrative power. 

“Tt is not human to manglo a man just 
for tho sake of making the horrors of war 
more hideous, but it is human to put him 
out of the fight and give him a chance to 
live afterward if it must bodone. It is 
sense, too, for in these times, when nearly 
all nations hayo improved arms at thoir 
disposal, each one may do unto his enemy 
just what his enemy will do unto him.” 

That is ono sido of the question, and 
when the United States government found 
a bullet which would do all that o bullet 
ought to in tho matter of speed and accura- 
cy it accopted it with tho riflo for which it 
was made, This happened when the Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle and bullet wero adopted. 
All the improyements which hayo been 
made in this gun and projectile since that 
time haye been adopted as they have come. 

The inventors found early in the prog- 
ress of tho pyolution of the small projectile 
that a small caliber buliet had many ad- 
vantages. ‘ho recoil resulting from the 
uso of the large quantity of powder neces- 
sary to sond even the .45 calibor Springfield 
bullet a modorate distance was lossened 
by the reduction of the caliber, and then a 
stronger powder was mado, The surface 
against which the powder acted being 
smaller, the ill effects of recoil were then 
not to be contended against. At the samo 
time the bullet attained a flat trajectory, 
giving it killing power at 2,000 yards, o 
greater accuracy and an inereased pone- 
trating power. Tho .80 caliber bullet, 
which is acknowledged to be the most 
effective, will go through 17 inches of pine 
wood at 2,000 yards range and when 
through that will pleroe the bodies of five 
mon, At the same distance it will bury 
itself 14 inches deep in sand, which, next 
to water, offers a greater resistance toa 
bullet than any other substance, 

The evolution of the bullet was marked 
by one radical change, but since then tho 
changes have beon of minor importance. 
After tho steol jacket had been accepted 
for the bullet other nations conceived the 
idon of making tho lip of the steel jacket 
as thin as paper, so that the tmpact be- 
tween it and the human body would spread 
the loud and have an effect almost equal 
to tho explosive bullet, Our government 
officers denounced this as barbarism and 
chose the simpler bullet of the Krag-Jor- 
gonsen, Bofore this the Springfleld rifle, 
shooting o .46 caliber leadon bullet, was 
the adopted arm, haying come into use in 
1878, Tho great things in the way of flat 
trajectory and ponetrating qualities which 
uro asserted for tho atool jackotod bullets 
do not belong to it, but the tables in tho 
ordnance records say that at 2,000 yards it 
will pierce 136 Inchos of onk, Thoy aay 
that the big .46 caliber leaden bullet at 
2,500 yards range will go through 1.87

covered soas not toemit any smell the 
bees will take no notleo of it.—Exchange.

Fall wheat—1,048,182 acres, yield 25,- 
305,890 bushels, am average of 24,1 bu- 
shels per acre. In 1897 950,222 acres 
gave 23,988,051 bushels, an averuge of 
25.2 bushels per acre. The average for 
the sixteen. years, 1882-97, was 891,144 
18,022,748 bushels, be- 
ing an average of 20.2 bushels per 
acre, The acreage this year is the 
largest since 1883, when 1,097,210 acres 
yielded only 10.6 bushels per acre, The 
largest crops of the past sixteen 
years were in 1884, 20,717,631 bushels; 
in 1891, 21,872,488; in 1892, 20,492,497 bu- 
shels, and in 1897, 23,088,052 bush- 
els, Yhe yield of 1898, therefore, 
promises to be the largest recorded by 
the department since 1883. The big in- 
crease this year is partly due to the 
fact that only 25,159 ucres were plow- 
ed up this spring, as against 55,477 in 
1897. On the basis of acreage, yield 
and quality, the Ontario fall wheat 
crop of 1898 may be set down as the 
be&t since 1883, at least. 

Spring wheat—Spring wheat has ‘an 

area of 389,205 acres, yielding 6,714,- 
516 bushels, an average of 17,3 bush- 
els per acre, In 1897 323,305 acres 
gave, 4,868,101 bushels, or 15.1 bush- 
els per acre, The crop this year iW the 
langest since 1891, in which year 510,- 
634 acres gave 10,711,538 bushels, or 
21 bushels per acre. 
Barley—438,731 acres give 12,048,245 
bushels, or 27.5 bushels per acre. In 
1897 451,515 acres gave 12,021,779 bush- 
els, or 9.6 bushels per acre. The acre- 
age hasfallen steadily since 1890, when 
701,826 acres were sown, but the yield 
of the past four years has been about 
stationary. 

Oats—2.376,860 acres promise a yield 
of 83,182,026 bushels, being 34.5 
bushels per acre. In 1897 2- 
482,491 acres gave 86,318,128 bushels, 
or 95.5 bushels per acre. In 1896 the 
yield was about 83,000,000 bushels, and 
in 1895 84,700,000 bushels. ‘The great 
increase in necent years may be seen 
from the following statement of the 
sixteen years; 1,875,240 acres, giving 
64,476,051 bushels, or 34.4 bushels per 
acre. i 
Rye—165,089 acres give 2,683,828 bu- 
shels, being 16.3 bushels per aere. In 
1897 187,785 aeres gave 3,382,005 bush- 
els, or 18 bushels per acre. The average 
of the sixteen years was 16.2 bushels. 
Peas—865,961 acres give 15,681,782 bu- 
shels. or 18.1 bushels per acre. In 1897 
896,735 acres gaye 18,867,093 bushels, or 
15.5 bushels per acre. The average 
for the sixteen years’ period was 19.9 
bushels per acre. ‘The total crop of 
1891 was 18,300,000 bushels, that of 1896 
17,500,000 bushels. 

Beans—45,220 aores give 831,698 bush- 
els being 18.4 bushels per acre. In 1897 
50,591 acres gave 981,340 bushels, be- 
ing 19.4 bushels per acre. The largest 
yield was in 1895, when 72,747 acres 
gave 1,414,988 bushels, being 20.5 bush- 
els per acre.

Instructions to General Lawton Respecting 
the Cubans, 

A despatch from Washington says: 
—The War Department late on Tues- 
day afternoon posted the following in 
reply to an enquiry from Major-Gen- 
eral Lawton, commanding the depart- 
ment of Santiago, for instructions as 
to the policy to be observed toward the 
Cubans that are within his military 
department: 

Commanding General, Department of 
Santiago de Cuba: 

Replying to your message for in- 
structions the President directs that 
you be informed that the United States 
is responsible for peace, and must main- 
tain order in the territory sur- 
rendered, and in your department, and 
must protect all persons and their pro- 
perty within said jurisdctiion.

MANILA CAPTURED.

THR BABY’S OUTFIT. 
Mothers are always interested In 
children’s clothes, and the little, dain- 
ty garments ulways bring with them 
a special sense of pleasure. Nowadays 
the baby’s outfit is so much a matter 
of love, that it is almost entirely made 
by hand, the neatest of sewing being 
exacted. 
The first article for the new baby 
is the flannel bands, half a dozeq in 
number, cut fifteen inches long, and 
five inches wide. Turn the edge over 
once and feather-stitch with white wash 
silk. This makes a better finish than 
hems. After the baby is 8 months old 
these flannel bands are exchanged for 


When baby is o year old he should 
have night gowns of canton flannel.

WASHING THE BABY'S CLOTHES. 
This is not ao unimportant task for 
the little garments accumulate yery 
fast, and if the washing is done only 
once a week, the laundress will be sur- 
prised at the size of the pile of clothes 
that await ber attentioa. In this work 
as In every other, much time and lab- 
or would be saved by adopting the pro- 
per methods, 

The first thing to be done is to care- 
fully sort the clothes and put every- 
thing but the flannels in’ lukewarm 
water to souk, having the napkins in 
one tub, and the dresses and muslin 
skirts in another. After they have soak- 
ed an “hour, rub them out and place 
them in suds, to which a little powder- 
ed borax has been added. Strong wash- 
ing powders should never be used to 
wash anything that comes in contact 
with the baby’s skin, for if the least 
trace of it remains after the rinsing 
is done, it will irritate the tender flesh, 
causing him to suffer torture. 

Put the white clothes in a boiler 
and allow them to scald a few minutes, 
then dip them out into clear water. 
Rinse thoroughly through one blue wa- 
ter, and dip the lower part of the 
skirts and dresses in thin starch; the 
waist and sleeves of the dresses should 
never be starched. A sunny grassy 
yard should be chosen for drying, or 
if indoor drying is a necessity, see that 
it is quick and thorough. 

_Harsh and fulled up flannels are en- 
tirely unfit for a haby, and there is 
no need of having them so, if the pro- 
per care is taken in washing them. 

Heat the water until it is as warm 
as you can bear your hands in com- 
fortably; add a tablespoonful of bor- 
ax to every bucketful, and enough 
soap to make n good suds. Immerse 
your white flannels in this, having 
them well covered and let them soak 
five minutes, then rub gently between 
the hands until clean. The borax soft- 
ens the water ard cleanses the fabric, 
leaving it beautifully soft and white.

These are usually embroid- 
ered with white wash silks round the 
bottom. Eervy day white skirts are 
made of soft-finished cambrio, with a 
deep hem and narrow tucks as orna- 
ment, or an embroidery as a finish. 
They should be thirty inches long and 
require two full widths. It is well to 
have one or two made of nainsook and 
more elaborately trimmed. Night- 
dresses are of the soft, fine cotton and 
very simply made. The fulness is gath- 
ered into a narrow band at the neck, 
and the only trimming is a narrow lace 
edging this band and the sleeves. Six 
should be sufficient. 

Wor the little long dresses nainsook 
is the best. Two yards will make one. 
Perpendicular tucks are often used for 
the front, with lace ingertion or fine 
featherstitching hetweén the clusters. 
A round yoke of embroidery or tuck- 
ing, with a ruffle of fine embroidery, 
two inches wide, sewed round the edge; 


the neck and sleeves finished with a, 


narrow band of insertion to which are 
sewed a narrow ruffle of embroidery 
or lace. A deep hem and four or five 
tucks make a good finish for the skirt, 
though insertion can be set in and a 
ruffle of embroidery put on the edge, 


if desired.

HINTS FOR 
THE FARMER, 


LONG KEEPING BUITER. 


A correspondent has this to say, 

making butten that will 
a long time without deteriorat- 
ng in flavor: 


I want to give the methla of some 


dairies that are to-day and have been 


for more than twenty-five years, year 
after year, making and selling for 
prices from five cents to ten cents 
above highest quotations, 

Virst of all, they have good, healthy. 
cows that have pure food, pure water 
and pure air, They are run in pastures 
that are kept as free as possible from 
weeds, ‘Their stables are light, roomy 
and well ventilated. ‘Dhe cows are 
never worried by either men or dogs, 
Yhey are fed, milked and handled in 
all ways with the strictest regularity, 
as to hours, and by the same persons, 
especially as to being milked. The 
milk is never allowed to stand in 
stable—or any other place where there 
might be objectionable odors—until it 
cools to the temperature of the stable, 
The milk is strained through wire and 
cloth strainers into the pans or cream- 
ery or separator, whichever method of 
creaming is used, 

Most of those who have successfully, 
made this kind of keeping butter use _ 
the gravity process of creaming. Still 
the method of creaming matters but 
little, provided you get the right qual- - 
ity of cream and can ripen it to per- 
fection. They skim their milk just 
43 soon as the milk shows the least 
acidity, The cream is churned in about 
forty-eight hours after being taker’ 
from the milk. As regards temperm 
ture, as much as possible the milk 
from the gravity process in kept at 
from sixty degrees to seventy degrees. 
So also is the cream after being taken 
from the milk. Generally speaking, 
the cream from the milk handled im 
this way is what would be called forty, 
to forty-five per cent. cream—thut ia 
21-4 to 21-2 pounds of this cream will 
make a pound of finished butter, 
Cream of this quality would nece-sarily 
be quite free from other matter than 
butter fat as compared with oream of 
which it takes four to four and one- 
half pounds for a pound of butter. 

‘The cream is churned at a temper 
ature ranging from fifty-eight degrees 
to sixty-two degrees, as the tempera 
ture of the air may be at time and 
place of churning. When the cream 
begins to show a general form in 
the churn, especially with the heaviest 
per cent. of cream, some well water of

butter globules form into size like 


small shot or grains of wheat tha but- 


termilk is run off and the butter is 
from 
sixty degrees temperature. After 


washing ani draining 4s dry as posti le 
the butter is taken from the churn, 
weighed and put on butter worker 
to be salted. The quan- 
tity of salt runs fron one to one and 
@ quarter ounces per pound of butter, 
as customers may desire, When the 
salt is thoroughly worked into the 
butter it is rolled into larga lump and 
after being well covered with a linen 
cloth dampened so as to exclude the air 
as much as possible, it is left for four 
or five hours, when it receives another 
slight working and is packed or stamp- 
ed into pound prints, : 

So much for the method of making. 
Now as to packing, when wanted ~ in 
large packages, the best peckea I 
have ever yet used is & first class 
well made white oak package. These 
should ba well soaked in brine forsev- 
eral days before be used, The but- 
ter is put into thesb packages in quan- 
tities that will make a layer not far 
from two inches in thickness, When 
this layer is firmly pressed down in 
the package, a sprinkling of salt is 
pul on the butter and another layer 
of butter put on until the package is 
full, When filled, a piece of muslin 
placed over the butter and a layer of 
salt on top of the muslin, ‘The salt is 
dampened and well placed against sides 
of package. Sometimes the salt will 
need moistening & second time. A 
smooth stone or piece of plank is laid 
over tho package and it is left in this 
shape until it ls shipped.
